Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1964  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
district. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  vital  statistics  are  good  and  compare  favourably  with 
those  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  159,  of 
which  147  were  Measles  and  8 Tuberculosis.  The  remaining 
number  of  cases  is  quite  small,  and  would  lead  one  to  think  that 
not  all  cases  of  notifiable  disease  are  notified. 

The  figures  relating  to  vaccination  and  immunisation  show 
an  encouraging  rise.  Expressed  as  a percentage  of  the  children 
who  could  and  should  be  done  the  figures  are  not  nearly  as  high 
as  one  would  like.  There  is  no  room  for  complacency.  We  must 
have  a higher  proportion  of  our  children  protected  against 
disease. 

Professor  Sabin  who  perfected  the  oral  vaccine  against 
poliomyelitis  has  stated  that  if  all  the  children  under  15  years 
were  given  vaccine  we  should  see  the  end  of  poliomyelitis.  He 
based  his  statement  on  the  fact  that  the  main  reservoirs  of 
viruses  which  cause  poliomyelitis  epidemics  are  in  the  child 
population.  We  cannot  relax  until  we  achieve  figures  nearer 
1009b  A dream  many  will  say  but  it  should  not  deter  us  from 
trying. 
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I make  no  apology  for  once  again  saying  that  too  many 
parents  are  dilatory  and  lacking  in  responsibility  if  by  their 
apathy  they  do  not  have  their  children  immunised  and  vaccin- 
ated. There  is  no  excuse.  There  are  ample  facilities  provided 
by  the  County  Council  and  the  general  practitioners  if  only  the 
parents  will  take  the  trouble  to  bring  the  child.  All  it  takes  is 
a little  time  and  surely  this  is  time  more  than  well  spent  if  the 
child  by  this  protection  does  not  get  a serious  disease. 

CORONARY  ARTERY  DISEASE 

More  people  (55)  died  from  Coronary  Artery  Disease  than 
any  other  disease.  This  is  the  largest  number  recorded  in 
Gainsborough.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  is  on 
the  increase.  In  1964  there  were  106,330  deaths  in  England  and 
Wales  compared  with  107,856  in  1963,  102,488  in  1962,  84,922  in 
1959  and  57,844  in  1954. 

The  disease  Arteriosclerosis  is  a modern  epidemic  which  has 
insidiously  come  to  the  fore  over  the  past  fifty  years.  It  is  a 
disease  of  the  arteries  which  is  responsible  for  coronary  throm- 
bosis and  the  majority  of  sudden  deaths  are  caused  by  this 
disease.  A very  serious  aspect  of  the  disease  is  the  younger  age 
of  the  persons  affected  by  Coronary  Artery  Disease. 

Dr.  Paul  D.  White,  a leading  world  authority  on  heart 
disease,  analysed  the  cases  of  496  patients  with  coronary  artery 
disease  whom  he  had  examined  in  the  five-year  period  1928-1933 
and  compared  them  with  385  patients  with  coronary  artery 
disease  in  a later  five-year  period  1953-1957.  He  demonstrated 
in  the  latter  group  in  both  sexes  under  the  age  of  sixty  years, 
there  was  a greatly  increased  incidence  of  heart  disease.  The 
disease  is  increasingly  affecting  young  age-groups,  especially 
in  men. 

The  exact  cause  of  coronary  artery  disease  is  not  known 
but  many  factors  are  believed  to  be  involved  to  some  degree. 
World  wide  research  is  in  progress  on  this  disease  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  in  the  future  we  may  be  able  to  control  this 
disease,  particularly  in  the  younger  age  groups. 

Reports  from  the  World  Health  Organisation  indicate  at 
least  eight  factors  as  being  of  importance  in  the  causation  of 
coronary  artery  disease.  These  are:  high  blood  pressure; 
increase  in  weight;  physical  inactivity;  excessive  cigarette 
smoking;  emotional  stresses  and  strains;  excessive  fats  in  the 
blood  stream;  diabetes  and  genetic  factors. 

Preventive  measures  which  lessen  the  risk  of  coronary  artery 
disease  will  be:  a diet  with  limited  fat  intake;  avoidance  of 
smoking;  adequate  rest,  physical  and  mental  from  work; 
emphasis  on  regular  exercise  and  a regular  medical  check  up 
on  those  considered  to  be  in  the  high  risk  groups.

Moderation  in  everything  would  appear  to  be  an  excellent 
rule  to  prevent  coronary  artery  disease.  Of  course  it  is  an 
excellent  rule  for  positive  health  to  prevent  many  other  diseased 
and  one  that  should  be  adopted  by  everybody. 

It  is  amazing  the  number  of  people  who  live  their  lives 
completely  indifferent  to  health.  “ Health  Rules  ” are  not  to 
be  bothered  with  and  are  considered  of  little  importance.  The 
healthy  person  is  completely  unaware  of  his  good  fortune  and 
very  rarely  takes  any  action  to  ensure  his  continued  good 
health.  Over  indulgence  may  be  a short  cut  to  ill  health  and 
perhaps  the  bed. 

Another  important  aspect  of  heart  disease  is  the  speedy 
return  to  work  of  the  patient.  He  should  be  re-trained  from 
convalescence  and  psychologically  prepared  for  a return  to  work. 
The  work  may  have  to  be  adapted  to  fit  his  capabilities.  Return 
to  work  is  essential  for  inactivity  often  can  have  serious  social, 
economic  and  psychological  consequences  for  him  and  his  family. 
Regular  check-ups  should  be  maintained  to  verify  a satisfactory 
rehabilitation  and  re-evaluate  the  cardiovascular  state  of  the 
patient. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 

In  May  and  June  a large  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  occurred 
in  the  City  of  Aberdeen.  The  total  number  of  cases  was  between 
469  and  507.  The  outbreak  is  believed  to  have  originated  in  a 
six-pound  tin  of  corned  beef  contaminated  in  South  America 
presumably  through  the  sealing  being  defective  and  through 
the  tin  being  cooled  in  unchlorinated  river  water  which  received 
the  untreated  sewage  of  600.000  people.  The  corned  beef  was 
sold  sliced  in  an  Aberdeen  supermarket.  Other  cold  meats  cut 
with  the  same  slicing  machine  became  lightly  infected  but  were 
in  some  cases  stored  in  an  uncooled  display  window  exposed  to 
sunshine  which  acted  as  an  incubator  and  multiplication  of 
organisms  occurred  in  these  cold  meats. 

Stocks  of  South  American  corned  beef  were  examined  in 
all  food  premises  and  canteens  in  our  area  and  any  can  pro- 
cessed during  the  period  when  river  water  was  used  for  cooling 
was  withdrawn.  I wrote  to  the  owners  of  all  food  premises 
informing  them  of  the  suspicion  of  corned  beef  being  the  cause 
of  the  Aberdeen  outbreak  and  requested  them  to  examine  their 
stocks  for  tins  bearing  certain  distinguishing  marks  and  to 
withdraw  them  from  sale.  This  was  done  immediately  and  I 
must  state  how  very  co-operative  I found  all  who  handled  this 
type  of  meat.  These  inspections  took  up  a considerable  amount 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  time  for  a week  or  more. 
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This  outbreak  should  teach  us  some  lessons.  Food  hygiene 
must  begin  at  the  source.  The  hygienic  standards  of  establish- 
ments exporting  meat  or  meat  products  should  be  of  the  highest 
order  and  these  premises  should  be  the  subject  of  very  regular 
inspections  by  properly  qualified  persons.  Cold  cooked  meat 
and  meat  products  should  be  stored  in  cool  places,  preferably 
refrigerated,  and  not  allowed  to  warm  and  incubate  organisms. 
Too  often  one  sees  meat  pies  on  display  in  windows  exposed  to 
sunshine.  Regulations  should  be  made  to  ensure  cooked  meats 
are  only  displayed  in  cold  cabinets. 

The  education  of  the  staff  of  food  premises  in  food  hygiene 
and  the  proper  method  of  handling  food  should  be  improved. 
The  rules  for  clean  food  handling  are  simple  common  sense  but 
they  must  be  carried  out  at  all  times  and  in  all  places. 


HOUSING 

The  figures  for  the  number  of  new  houses  erected  and  unfit 
houses  cleared  during  the  year  were  easily  records. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-six  unfit  houses  were  demolished 
under  the  Council’s  slum  clearance  programme.  This  was  made 
possible  by  the  development  of  the  Middlefield  Lane  estate,  on 
which  356  new  houses  were  erected  for  the  Council  and  in 
addition  46  new  houses  were  erected  by  private  individuals 
making  a total  of  402  new  houses  in  the  town. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  record  such  a substantial  progress  with 
the  Council’s  programme  to  provide  better  living  conditions  for 
the  people.  The  building  of  new  houses  to  replace  old  ones 
which  have  become  substandard  and  not  fit  for  human  habitation 
should  always  be  a priority.  The  type  of  housing  accommoda- 
tion provided  influences  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
inhabitants.  Good  housing  with  reasonable  indoor  and  outdoor 
facilities  by  raising  the  standard  of  living  also  leads  to  better 
standards  of  social  and  moral  behaviour. 

One  problem  of  clearance  is  the  provision  of  suitable  accom- 
modation for  elderly  people  who  live  alone.  Too’  often  in  the 
past  this  was  not  given  proper  consideration  when  houses  were 
being  built  to  replace  the  ones  to  be  demolished.  The  emphasis 
was  on  family  houses.  I am  glad  to  say  that  more  and  more 
smaller  housing  units  are  being  constructed. 

There  are  nearly  200  further  houses  likely  to  be  subject  to 
slum  clearance  action  to  complete  the  clearance  programme 
envisaged  in  the  1955  survey  of  housing.  It  must  not  be  thought 
that  this  will  be  an  end  to  clearance.  Areas  change  in  their 
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character  and  rising  standards  of  living  will  lead  to  properties 
which  are  only  just  satisfactory  becoming  less  acceptable  and 
substandard  in  say  15-20  years  hence.  Each  year  some  houses 
will  need  replacing  if  only  because  of  their  age  they  become 
worn  out. 

In  the  new  housing  estate  on  Middlefield  Lane  provision  has 
been  made  for  a grouped  dwelling  scheme  of  flats  for  elderly 
people. 

The  first  of  the  flats  was  completed  on  June  8th,  1964,  and 
the  last  of  the  thirty-six  was  completed  on  April  5th,  1965. 

The  flats  consist  of  a living  room,  kitchen,  bedroom  and 
bathroom.  The  fittings  of  the  flats  have  been  carefully  chosen 
to  suit  the  needs  of  elderly  people.  The  bath  is  a short  sit  up 
type  with  a hand  rail  to  aid  the  tenants  to  get  in  and  out  in 
safety. 

A warden  service  is  provided,  and  each  flat  is  fitted  with 
a call  system  to  the  warden’s  flat.  The  warden,  Mrs.  Dunbar, 
is  looking  after  the  needs  of  the  tenants  in  a very  excellent 
manner.  Mrs.  Dunbar’s  flat  is  fitted  with  a telephone,  and  she 
is  in  a position  to  quickly  summon  any  assistance  needed.  The 
elderly  people  are,  therefore,  well  provided  for  and  at  the  same 
time  have  their  own  privacy  and  independence.  In  addition  to 
the  warden  service,  the  home  help  service,  meals  on  wheels, 
library  service  and  other  social  services  provided  locally  by 
statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  are  available. 

A communal  lounge  is  also  available  for  those  who  wish  to 
meet  together  for  social  activities.  The  lounge  is  beautifully 
decorated  and  furnished,  and  has  a kitchen  where  refreshments 
can  be  prepared.  The  flats  are  sited  in  the  centre  of  the  estate 
in  close  proximity  to  the  shopping  precinct.  There  is  also  a 
bus  stop  nearby  which  is  most  useful. 

I thank  Mr.  D.  Herrick  the  Housing  Officer  for  information 
on  this  scheme. 


STAFF

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I should  also  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support  during  the  year. 

Mr.  J.  McKechnie,  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  was  off 
work  ill  from  January  and  left  the  employment  of  the  Council. 
Mr.  T.  M.  Kilyon  filled  this  vacant  position  in  July.  Mr. 
Kilyon  was  formerly  employed  as  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Northampton  County  Borough  Council.  I wish  him 
every  success  in  his  new  position  and  hope  he  and  his  family 
settle  happily  in  Gainsborough. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  year  the  Department  was  without 
a Senior  Public  Health  Inspector.  This  naturally  imposed  extra 
duties  and  responsibilities  on  the  rest  of  the  staff  which  they 
carried  out  very  well.  I thank  all  the  staff  for  the  extra  efforts 
they  made  during  this  period. 

Finally  I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  my  own 
department,  Mr.  T.  M.  Kilyon,  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mr.  R.  C.  Stuttle,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  M.  S. 
Edwards,  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  clerical  staff 
for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  assistance.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  I,  as 
School  Medical  Officer,  carried  out  inspections,  etc.,  in  our 
schools.  The  state  of  health,  general  nutrition  and  cleanliness 
of  the  children  was  of  a high  standard.  Routine  medical 
inspection  is  carried  out  on  children  in  their  first  year  at  school, 
in  their  first  year  at  secondary  school,  and  in  their  last  year 
at  school.  Besides  these  routine  medical  inspections,  children 
with  any  defects  are  regularly  seen  at  “ supervisory  ” examin- 
ations and  any  child  referred  by  a parent  or  teacher  is  given 
a “ special  ” examination.

The  following  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  the 
pasteurising  dairy  and  from  milk  shops  and  on  delivery  by 
retailers.  These  were  subject  to  tests  for  the  efficiency  of 
pasteurisation  and  sterilisation  and  for  keeping  quality.  All  of 
these  samples  satisfied  the  prescribed  tests:  —

Sixteen  samples  of  raw  milk  were  taken  for  biological 
examination  all  of  which  showed  evidence  of  tuberculosis  or 
brucella  abortus. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  respon- 
sible for  the  control  of  milk  production.  The  supervising  of 
pasteurising  plants  is  exercised  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 
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THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  (SPECIFIED  AREAS) 
ORDER,  1958. 


The  above  Order  requires  all  milk  sold  within  the  district 
to  be  sold  under  special  designations.  The  special  designations 
authorised  by  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations, 
1949-1951,  are  Pasteurised,  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Sterilised. 


ICE  CREAM. 

There  are  on  the  Register  two  Manufacturers/Retailers  and 
79  Retailers.  The  former  are  traders  supplying  their  own  needs, 
and  latter  retail  pre-packed  ice  cream. 


Both  manufacturers  were  visited  to  secure  compliance  with 
the  Ice  Cream  (Pleat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1959.  Inspections 
were  made  of  premises  retailing  ice  cream. 


THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955,  provides  for  the  sampling 
of  food  and  drugs  for  analysis  or  for  bacteriological  and  other 
examinations.  The  Lindsey  County  Council  is  the  authority 
responsible  for  these  duties.  I am  grateful  to  Dr.  C.  D.  Cormac, 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  Mr.  G.  Collin  son,  County 
Health  Inspector,  for  the  following  information: —

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Eight  samples  of  milk  from  producers,  taken  prior  to  bulking 
and  pasteurisation  were  deficient  in  milk  or  milk  solids  other 
than  fat,  the  deficiencies  being  due  to  natural  causes.  The 
producers  have  been  advised  accordingly  and  improvement 
effected. 


One  sample  of  stewed  steak  (canned)  was  slightly  deficient 
in  meat  in  accordance  with  the  recommended  standard  of  not 
less  than  75.0  per  cent  of  meat  of  the  Food  Standards  Committee 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  a 
warning  was  issued  to  the  manufacturers. 


A sample  of  mixed  vegetables  and  one  of  Friars  Balsam 
were  not  labelled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  representation  was  made  to  the 
appropriate  persons.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 

(i)  Water  is  supplied  by  the  Lincoln  and  District  Water 
Board.  It  is  obtained  from  three  boreholes  and  is  stored  in 
two  open  reservoirs  with  an  estimated  total  capacity  of  three 
days’  normal  demand.  The  Water  Board  plan  to  cover  these 
reservoirs  in  1964.  Two  water  towers  with  a capacity  of 
36,500  gallons  are  also  provided  for  gravity  feeding  to  the 
higher  levels  of  the  town. 

The  supply  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

(ii)  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

During  the  year  394  samples  of  water,  taken  before  and 
after  chlorination,  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination. These  samples  are  made  up  of  173  taken  by  the 
Health  Department  and  221  taken  by  the  Lincoln  and 
District  Water  Board.  Results  are  reported  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health's  suggested  classification.

(iii)  Proven  bacteriological  contamination  was  always  dealt 
with  promptly  and  the  cause  located  in  most  cases.  The 
chlorine  content  of  the  supply  was  increased  temporarily 
and  the  service  mains  flushed.  Repeat  samples  were  taken 
during  and  after  this  treatment  and  were  satisfactory.  The 
open  reservoirs  which  supply  most  of  the  town  are  liable 
to  pollution  by  animals  and  birds.  The  Water  Board  plan 
to  cover  these  reservoirs.

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During  1960  the  Health  Committee  resolved  to  take 
statutory  action  to  make  house  owners  install  an  internal 
supply  of  water.  This  action  received  support  of  the  Council 
and  the  Health  Department  are  surveying  the  district.  Most 
of  the  dwellings  supplied  by  stand  pipes  are  situated  in 
purposed  slum  clearance  areas  and  where  action  is  to  be 
taken  in  the  near  future  under  the  Housing  Acts  it  would 
be  unfair  to  ask  the  owners  to  bear  the  cost  of  installing 
an  internal  water  supply. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


Sewerage 

For  drainage  purposes  the  Urban  District  is  divided  into 
two  areas  by  a ridge  of  high  ground  running  north  to  south. 

The  western  half,  lying  beween  the  ridge  of  high  ground 
and  the  River  Trent  is  almost  fully  developed  and  contains  the 
business  area  of  the  town.  This  area  is  in  the  River  Trent 
Catchment  Area  and  is  drained  by  the  combined  system,  that 
is  to  say  the  foul  sewage  and  the  rain  water  from  the  roads, 
roofs,  yards  and  paved  areas  are  taken  into  one  system  of  pipes. 
These  combined  sewers  discharge  into  the  River  Trent  at 
eleven  separate  outfalls  between  Morton  and  Carr  Lane.  Each 
outfall  is  fitted  with  a flap  valve  and/or  a manually  operated 
penstock  valve  so  that  the  sewers  may  be  closed  when  the  river 
is  in  flood.  This  is  to  prevent  river  water  backing  up  the  sewers 
and  flooding  the  low  lying  districts.  There  is  an  automatic 
pumping  station  on  each  of  the  outfalls  at  North  Warren  Road, 
Bowling  Green  Road  and  Bridge  Street.  These  come  into 
operation  when  the  sewer  valves  are  closed  and  empty  the  sewers. 


The  eastern  half  of  the  district  is  only  partially  developed 
and  includes  the  new  housing  estate.  This  area  is  in  the 
Witham  and  Steeping  Rivers  Catchment  Area  and  is  drained 
m the  “ separate  ” system.  In  this  system  there  are  two  distinct 
sets  of  pipes;  one  carries  the  foul  sewage  and  the  other  the  rain 
water  from  roads,  roofs,  yards  and  paved  areas.  The  rain  water 
is  discharged  directly  into  existing  open  water  courses.  The 
foul  sewage  flows  to  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Heapham 
Road.  These  works  takes  all  of  the  sewage  from  the  new 
housing  estates. 


Sewage  Disposal 

Approximately  70%  of  the  sewage  is  discharged  directly  and 
untreated  into  the  River  Trent  at  eleven  outfall  points  along  the 
District’s  Western  Boundary.

The  remaining  30%  of  the  sewage  is  conveyed  to  the  Council’s 
sewage  disposal  plant  in  the  Eastern  Sector.  This  plant  is  now 
running  at  a capacity  of  103,000  gallons  per  day  (normal  dry 
weather  flow).

The  above  disposal  plant  was  originally  designed  to  accom- 
modate a normal  dry  weather  flow  of  75,000  gallons  per  day 
and  was  designed  so  as  to  be  capable  of  extension. 

Such  an  extension  scheme  is  now  being  carried  out  to 
accommodate  272,800  gallons  per  day.  When  the  extension  has 
been  completed  the  disposal  plant  will  be  able  to  cope  with

SWIMMING  FOOLS. 

There  are  two  public  swimming  pools  in  the  area.  Both 
are  owned  by  the  Local  Authority.  One  is  an  open  air  pool 
filled  and  emptied  twice  weekly  from  the  mains  water  supply 
The  season  opens  in  May  and  closes  in  September.  The  other  is 
an  indoor  heated  pool  fitted  with  a continuous  mechanical  filtra- 
tion and  chlorination  plant.  The  season  at  this  pool  opens  in 
April  and  closes  in  September.  The  bath  is  emptied  and  refilled 
in  July  and  continuously  topped  up  throughout  the  season  from 
the  mains  water  supply.  Slipper  baths  are  provided  at  both  the 
pools. 

One  sample  of  water  from  the  open  air  pool  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory.  A sample  from  the  indoor  pool  was  satisfactory. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  is  one  common  lodging  house  registered  by  the 
Council  under  Section  37  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Visits  were  paid  periodically  to  these  premises  with  a view 
to  securing  compliance  with  the  Council’s  byelaws. 

Three  contraventions  were  noted  and  were  remedied  after 
informal  action. 

MORTUARY  ACCOMMODATION 

The  Council  provide  and  maintain  a mortuary  under 
Section  198  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  A Council  employee 
attends  twice  weekly  and  as  occasion  requires,  to  cleanse  and 
service  equipment  after  use. 

Thirty-five  bodies  were  brought  into  the  mortuary  and  31 
post-mortem  examinations  were  carried  out. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

One  Caravan  Site  Licence  for  three  caravans  was  issued 
under  the  Caravan  Act. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Three  licences  to  keep  a pet  shop  under  the  provisions  of 
the  above  Act  were  issued  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

One  application  for  licence  under  the  above  Act  was  received 
and  granted.  Regular  monthly  inspections  are  made. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

The  number  on  the  register  is  one  and  15  visits  were  paid 
to  these  premises  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  byelaws.  No 
contraventions  were  noted  during  the  year. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Under  Section  50  of  the  above  Act,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Council  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  any 
person  who  has  died  or  been  found  dead  in  the  area  where  no 
suitable  arrangements  for  disposal  have  been  made.  This 
function  was  delegated  to  your  Public  Health  Inspector.  Two 
cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Two  hundred  and  forty-six  premises  are  licensed  under  the 
above  Act.  Fifty-five  inspections  were  made.  Seven  defects 
were  found,  two  of  which  were  remedied. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Refuse  is  collected  from  6,160  premises  in  the  area.  The 
town  is  divided  into  three  districts,  each  served  by  one  vehicle. 

A fourth  vehicle  is  employed  to  supplement  this  service 
when  for  various  reasons  delays  are  experienced. 

This  vehicle  is  also  used  for  collections  from  business 
premises,  hospitals,  institutions,  etc.,  and  so  concentrates  the 
work  of  district  vehicles  on  the  house  refuse. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  amount  of  domestic  refuse  dealt  with  at  the  tip  was 
estimated  to  be  12,859  tons  for  the  year,  which  was  an  increase 
of  twelve  tons  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

The  method  in  use  is  that  of  controlled  tipping.  Soil  is 
dug  out  by  the  angledozer.  deposited  on  top  of  the  refuse,  and 
finally  levelled  off. 

Tipping  operations  are  carried  out  in  fields  on  the  north 
side  of  the  flood  bank  in  Causeway  Lane  which  were  acquired 
by  the  Urban  and  Rural  Councils  for  the  construction  of  sewage 
disposal  works  and  therefore  require  to  be  raised  above  the  flood 
level  of  the  River  Trent. 


SALVAGE 

Seventy-five  tons  six  hundredweights  of  waste  paper  was 
collected  by  the  Department  which,  together  with  other  items, 
realised  a gross  value  of  £583  10s.  lid.
